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1 The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Simpson et al 2002/0090725 (see paragraphs 10-12), either alone, or further in view of 

Burgess et al (see claim 36 therein). 

The applied reference discloses the basic claimed process of creating a biomedical 
product by electrospinning a (collagen) polymer in a solvent to form a biomedical 
structure, Simpson et al essentially lacking a disclosure that the biomedical structure 
would be a contact lens. However, given the teachings of what the structure would 
be — ie, see paragraph 12 — it is respectfully submitted that the making of a contact lens 
would have been an obvious feature in the process of Simpson et al in that one of 
ordinary skill in the art would almost readily envision that such a product would have 
been made from the process of Simpson et al. Hence, the instant claims are 
considered to be obvious over the applied reference. Reference that equate, or 
consider equivalent products, biomedical implants and devices disclosed in Simpson et 
al with contact lenses are notoriously well known in this art and applicant should 
doubtless be aware of them. At any rate, Burgess et al has been additionally applied to 
show this. The instant Holey fiber is well known and would have been an obvious 
substitution for the nozzles of Simpson et al. Simpson et al provides the instant Taylor 
cone during the spinning, such being nothing but conventional in the art.
